The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
deemed allowable over the prior art because the prior art does not teach or suggest a 
method of treating a patient comprising the administration of a composition of cells that 
are conjugated to a hapten and administering cyclophosphamide "only" prior to the first 
administration.
